POSTAL RATES 
GO UP JAN. 7

A few post offices in northern DuPage County are 
ready for the new postal rate change taking place Jan. 
7, and others aren’t even sure exactly what rates are 
going into effect yet. 
Roselle,

of the brownish six-cent stamps 
with Franklin Roosevelt’s pic­ 
ture on hand, but none has 
received a large order from 
the government. 
Nor have any postal offices 
in the area received the new 
10-cent red and white air mail 
stamps with stars on them, or 
the new five-cent post cards 
with the green imprint of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln’s head. And the 
new eight-cent air mail post 
cards aren’t in either.

The ruling was that speeders 
could pay $1 per mile over the 
speed limit and $5 for court 
costs and need not appear in 
court. Starting the first of the 
year, those who are 
caught 
speeding in the school zone must 
pay a $50 bond or turn in their 
driver’s license. Appearance in 
court will be necessary in either 
case. 
Another innovation is that the 
minimum cash bond for speed­ 
ers is $25. 
Those who are 
charged with driving 21 miles 
per hour or more over the speed 
limit, however, will be required 
to pay a $50 bond or submit 
their license and will have to 
appear in court. 
In instances when a bond card 
is permissible instead of the 
cash bond or license, the bond 
card will be accepted only if 
the insurance company which

The U. S. economy is now in 
its longest business expansion 
in history: 81 months. 
T h e 
motivat io n for this 
record­ 
breaking economic growth can 
be summarized in another sta­ 
tistic: 200 million people. 
Satisfying the wants (or total 
demand) of 
200 
million 
in­ 
dividuals has provided the mo­ 
tivation for our achievement 
of an $800-billion gross national 
product. 
IN MY opinion, these sta­ 
tistics provide the best reason 
on earth for investing in the 
future of the U. S. economy. 
Growth is busting out all over. 
And demand—at all levels—is 
increasing. 
The potential demand in the 
consumer sector of our econo­ 
my challenges the imagination. 
While total demand is increas­ 
ing today, I believe that be­ 
fore 1968 is many months old, 
the demand curve will reflect 
a sharp upward trend. 
FOR EXAMPLE, f e d e r a l 
spending will provide a major 
source of demand. With no fis- _ 
cal restraint as yet apparent, 
government spending will be 
outpacing government income 
by a much wider margin than 
previously expected. 
Capital spending has turned

around. As I see it, investment 
in new plant and equipment 
next year will reflect an in­ 
crease of eight per cent above 
1967.

The increasing number of 
deaths f r o m heart diseases 
and related conditions, such as 
stroke, has stimulated 
many 
varieties of research into pos­ 
sible causes, measures of pre­ 
vention and means for treat­ 
ment. 
Diet, naturally, has come in 
for a great deal of attention, 
as it always has when an ex­ 
planation is sought for a bio­ 
logical phenomenon. Thirty or 
more years ago when the lon­ 
gevity of the Bulgarian people 
was much in the news, it was 
commonly attributed to their 
use of a fermented milk, and 
there was a great vogue in 
t h i s country for 
Bulgarian 
milk, which was no better or 
no worse than our own well­ 
known buttermilk. 
TODAY, WE CAN conclude 
that in addition to the indubi­ 
table benefits of milk in their 
diet, there were at least two 
other factors — heredity and 
hard work — contributing to 
Bulgarian health. 
The inherited 
structure 
of 
the tissues determines t h e i r 
maximum efficiency; short of 
t h i s , which cannot be 
ex­ 
ceeded, there is room to exer­ 
cise such useful incluences as 
may 
be 
controllable. 
Some 
families show a trend toward 
e a r l y development of h i g h 
blood pressure and arterial di­ 
sease, and this trend is gener­ 
ally regarded as inherited. 
THE HEART and the ar­ 
teries are living tissues, and 
therefore require good 
nutri­ 
tion. Excess weight is a known 
factor in heart 
and 
arterial 
diseases; weight control is a 
matter of food intake versus 
energy output. Therefore diet 
is a factor. 
But so is activity. It has 
frequently been observed that 
a sedentary life is more con­ 
ducive to the 
currently im­ 
portant types of heart disease 
than an active one. Infection, 
formerly a serious menace to 
the heart, has been greatly 
minimized by antibiotics and 
other drugs. 
FAT IN THE diet, and par­ 


ticularly animal fat, has been 
held responsible for 
arterial 
plaques and deterioration of 
circulet i o n with consequent 
heart (coronary) and b r a i n 
strokes. Some physicians, and 
m a n y 
non-medical people, 
have 
b e c o m e 
apprehen­ 
sive about animal fats in the 
diet, and there has been some 
trend toward the unsaturated 
vegetable fats. 
But there are divergent opin­ 
ions. Population groups, par­ 
ticularly in Asia, who ate large 
amounts of mutton fat, 
had 
little or no heart or arterial 
disease, and the investigators 
attributed this fact to their liv­ 
ing pattern of hard physical 
labor. 


TWO PRINCIPAL American 
authorities have not committed 
themselves to the theory that 
animal fats are the main de­ 
termining factor in heart dis­ 
eases. One is the Food and 
Nutrition Board of the National 
Research Council, a federal ad­ 
visory agency, and the other is 
the Council on Foods and Nu­ 
trition of the American Medi­ 
cal Association. As far as they 
are willing to go is a recom­ 
mendation for a reduction of 
all varieties 
of fat 
in 
the 
American diet, mainly in the 
interest of better weight con­ 
trol. 
For the non-medical person 
seeking a way out of this di­ 
lemma, the best advice is that 
which comes from his attend­ 
ing physician, who 
r e a l l y 
knows him and his health and 
dietary needs.
